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HUD Objectors Converge on P&Z 


The first step in blocking a proposed 
Department of Housing and Urban 
D evelopm ent approved ap artm en t 
complex was taken Monday night by 
the Planning and Zoning Commission. 
Commissioners recommended that 
the City Council call a joint public 
hearing at the e a rliest possible 
moment (Nov. 30 or Dec. I) to con­ 
sider rezoning two tracts of land for 
retail use. 
Currently zoned PD-8-MF-1 and PD- 
10-MF-2, the property which is located 
on the 
northwest 
and 
southwest 
corners of the P a rk B oulevard- 
Avenue N intersection is the proposed 
site of two HUD projects. 


The southern tract failed to get 
funding approval for this year, but the 
northern property is designated for 
144 units of low income housing. HUD 
is now processing paperwork to ap­ 
prove a 
mortgage insurance for 
developers and a rent subsidy for 
tenants. 
Larry Waggoner, spokesman for 
those favoring the rezoning, never 
mentioned HUD or the proposed low 
income housing project, merely citing 
“ varied reasons” for the request. 


After presenting the names of 1,751 
persons opposed to the project, he 
testified that property values would 
be depressed if the land is developed 
as a multi-family use. 
Waggoner also cited the social 
impact on overcrowded schools and 
inadequate recreational facilities. He 
added that “ an apartm ent complex is 
not the most beautiful building in the 
world.” 


Noting that he had “ never seen so 
eloquent a comment” as the collection 
of signatures. Vice Chairman Lionel 
Berry accepted the petitions and 
acknowledged the presence of a crowd 
in excess of 200 people. The council 
cham ber seats only 70 visitors. 
In other 
action, 
commissioners 
asked the staff to prepare an or­ 
dinance providing for the review of 
previously approved site plans if 
development 
is 
not 
begun 
in 
a 
reasonable amount of time. 
Apparently directed in particular 
against an office tract in west Plano, 
the ordinance will be presented to the 
commission in January. 
Jim Edwards who proposed the 
review did not stipulate when the site 
plans should be reviewed, but Berry 
urged that 
no plans be “grand­ 
fathered” . 
A grandfather clause would allow 
any site plan approved prior to 
passage of the ordinance to be exempt 
from review. 
Assistant City M anager Al Dougal 
pointed out that it is not unreasonable 
to review a site plan which has been 
approved for six years when the city 
feels a need to review the m aster plan 
after only three years. 
A tract north of the northwest 
corner of the FM 544-Custer Road 
intersection would seem to be a prime 
target of the ordinance. 
A site plan on PD-32-0, approved in 
1973, provides for one and two story 
office buildings, two access openings 
on Greenway Drive and a living 
screen on the north and west sides of 
the tract. 


The new owner. Tony Harwath, now 
wants to rezone the property to retail 
and is using the existing site plan as a 
bargaining tool with nearby residents. 
An ecological 
group. 
Save 
Open 
Space, has also informally challenged 
the validity of the site plan 
The Harwath case has not come 
before the commission or council, 
although representatives have met 
with the residents and SOS. 
Commissioners also granted Dr. 
Don Ekvall a special use permit for a 
veterinary clinic on Park Boulevard 


about 300 feet west of Coit Road. 
Although the property is currently 
zoned for agriculture, Edwards and 
Robert Thompson expressed fears 
that the clinic may induce additional 
retail zoning to the area 
In the only other contested vote, 
commissioners agreed 3-2 to allow 
accessory buildings on the rear lot 
line, if they are at least 15 feet from 
the main structure, except where no 
alley exists. If the building is within 
three feet of the rear lot line, it must 
be screened 


Berry and Bob McCurley opposed 
the change stressing that the city 
already has a good, workable or­ 
dinance dealing with accessory 
buildings.

retained when the commission tabled 
a 
section

located in side yards. 
Gaining unanimous approval were 
the rezoning of the 544 Place sub­ 
division for planned development to 
allow a 25-foot building line and a 
change to the zoning ordinance 
requiring a front yard of 20 feet in 


heavy commercial, light industrial 
and heavy industrial districts 
Other items gaining approval from 
all five commissioners were the site 
plans and final plats of CenCor I and 
ll, the final plat of McCollum addition 
and the revised final plat, final plat 
and preliminary plat of Town West I, 
II and III 
Berry presided at the meeting in the 
absence of Dick Hickman who

Going over the head of the City 
Council, Planning and Zoning Com­ 
missioners Monday night voted to call 
a public hearing to formulate further 
restrictions on the sale of beer and 
wine—an 
action 
the council 
has 
already ruled out. 
In a questionable move legally, Jim 
Edwards asked that a hearing be held 
on Dec. I to consider the “reasonable 
control” of the sale of the beverages. 
Although the commission had not 
posted notice that the m atter would be 
discussed, all five members voted for 
the motion. Two other non-posted 
items also carried unanimously. 
The Texas 
Open 
Meeting 
Law 
requires that written notice of the 
date, hour, place and subject of each 
governmental meeting be posted at 
least 72 hours except in case of 
emergency when two hours is suf­ 
ficient. 
When questioned about the three 
unposted items, Vice Chairman Lionel 
Berry, who presided following the 
resignation of Chairman Dick Hick­ 
man last week, said that “if there was 
a violation it was inadvertant.” 
Stressing that he did not wish to be 
in error. Berry added that he thought 
the commission was allowed to vote 
since it really took no action on any 
zoning case. 
The other two votes involved 
requests for additional ordinances to 
be presented to the commission Both 
motions were made by Bob McCurley. 
Commissioners agreed to ask the 
council to authorize the preparation of 
a landscaping ordinance and to ask 
the staff to prepare an amendment to 
the zoning ordinance forbidding single 
family homes in apartm ent or duplex 
districts. 
When Edwards made his motion to 
call the public hearing, he noted that 
“ many people are concerned about 
the lack of a hearing which was 
agreed to in an open meeting.” 
The council had agreed after a joint 
work session with the commission to 
hold two public hearings on possible 
sale restrictions; but last month on a
